The Chamber is in business not only to help 
merchants make money in the immediate future, but 
to promote the city on a long-range basis. This takes 
time, energy, talent and cash. 

Sierra Madre has many natural attributes. It’s 
divorced from the streams of traffic that ply the 
freeways and other thoroughfares, a happy circum¬ 
stance," although some of the merchant.? may not 
think so. 

It has an artists’ colony, an unusual canyon area, 
a village-like atmosphere that is nearly unique in 
Southern California. It has an old tradition, a beauti¬ 
ful scenic background and a clean, efficient city gov- 
enment. 

People clamor to live here; the surrounding area 
is blossoming with private homes, big supermarkets 
and retail outlets of all kinds. 

Yet despite these good points. Sierra Madre’s 
business community is not prospering as it should. 

There are too many vacant stores, too few shoppers 
and inadequate recreational facilities for young mar¬ 
ried couples and older people. Come sundown, the 
city, in the words of a recent entry on the police re¬ 
port, “rolls over and dies.’’ 

These are obivous facts with which nearly every¬ 
one must be acquainted.
